WI Brahms presented himself to 
Robert Schumann as a pianist in 
Düsseldorf on 30 September 1853 
Schumann spoke of him as a man with a 
calling and one who must make it, 


Nonetheless nine years later Hamburg 
where Brahms was born and where he 
played in concerts, churches and taverns 
did not choase him as heal of the 
Philharmonic concerts but a4 rather 
‘medlocre singer, But then in 1889 lis 
home town felt that It had a duly to do 
to the 56-year-old composer and nade 
him an honorary eltlzen, 


The relationship between Hamburg and 
Brahms who was born in one of thu city’s 
poorer ۹ arlers in 1833 has always beon 
equivocal. It is only on rare nccasions 
thal lhe eily's troubled conscience nukes 
itself heard. 


This is why Hamburg is now holding a 
Brahms fostlval to celebrate the unusual 
140th onnlversary of tho conıposer’s 
birth. Local performers and singers and 
guests from all over the world will bo in 
Hanmıburg for 17 concerts in all devoted lo 
Brahms.

The exhibition was opened by the Arts 
Minister Yekhterina Furtsewa and was 
described by lıer as a “presentation of the 
best examples of our multinational 
painting culture and masterpieces of 
Classicism".

They may also be found in the clear 
compilation of the works so that their

The exhibition covers a broad sweep 
from the founder of Russian Realism 
(around 1840) Pavel Feddoloy to the 
represcniative of modern Russian socioty 
painlers Aloxander Deynoka aud Tsarkis 
Mudrayan, onc of the most important 
Modorns of the Cunlenpurary Russian 
School. 

Tho exhibition is arranged clıronologi- 
cally according to the phases in tlle 
Jevelopment of Russian art epochs, One 
phase that is unfortunately nussing is that 
of the October Revolution. The reply to 
questions why artists such as El Lissitzky 
and Tatlin are missing is “No comment”. 
They are al present in political disgrace at 
the Kremlin as members of the so-called 
Art in the Revolution, 

One decisive factor in te Dortmund 
exhibition is the outstaudingly well 
documented “vohesiun of races" anong 
these artists, Offwially this is said to 
reflect “the life of Ihe Soviet peupla und 
the ullied ideologwal-acsthelivs vicw- 

oints"". 

The "Old Masters" uf Russian painting 
are the leaders ul lis circle, paving the 
way for the Realists, whose works were 
on exhibition in Baden-Baden at the end 
of last year. Bul mote interesling tO US 
are the Moderns, whose works form the 
actual centrepoint of the exhibition. ° 

They are arranged in a fairly loose 
manner and throw light on the starting 
point for contemporary painling ~ for 
instance Alexander Deyneka with his 
pictures Kolkhoz Brigade and At the Sea 
— and the furthest point that has so far 
been reached, for instance Tatiana 
Yablonskaya's Youth (1971). 

Landscape painting, still lifes and 
paintings of various genres fill the 
exhibition hall. Light colourful com- 
position typifies the works, which only 
rarely submit to a unified . artistic 
conception, presumably as a result of 
coming fron a State made up of many 
nationalities.

Why did the Insurers Association build

. În the autumn of 1971? A spokesman for

How do these youngest of Kur patients 
view the troatment they are undergoing?

Discussing this with some of the girls at 
present there, a motley mixture from all 
ovér itie Federal Republic, I discovered 
that two factors crop up repeatedly — 
firstly the feeling thal they have taken a 
job whicl does not suit them, which they 
do not like and which does not glve them 
fulfilment, and secondly tensions that 
cannot be relioved in their private sector, 
in the case of these yourg girls almost 
always tensions with their parents, 

Of fourteen girls questioned. only one 
was happy iı her work — she was a 
doctor's assistant. All the others felt’ 
themselves to be more or less a square peg 
in a round hole. One young shorthand 
typist complained that her job carniel no 
responsibility. She was constantly being 
walched over by her boss. Sle alsu felt 
that the constant talk in her family about 
the ‘importance of completing her 
education during her schooldays was 
intolerable. So she gave up. She withdrew 
from her respunsi bility lo walk towards a 
good career future. But today her lack of 
independence has made her ill, 

It is said that opportunity only knocks 
once, But at least at the Auental Clinic 
girls are given pointers, showing them 
possible ways out of their dilemma. 

Dr Bendorf was asked if he had any 
indication of the degree of success 
achieved by the Clinic. He replied: “After 
twelve montlıs we send a questionnaire to 
girls who have been here. We have just 
received the first set of replies and these 
must be evaluated. Many of the girls have 
written that they enjoyed their time here 
and that they are continuing to work at 
what we have shown them wltile at home. 
One fact that has already emerged: the 
number of days these girls have had off 
sick before and after treatment here are 
ir the ratio of five to one!"

Among tho many modern means of 
therapy common in Bad Sieben, so many 
that fhe layman can scarcely com- 
prehond, fs tolemetry, With the aid of 
telermetric equlpment doctors can check 
the heart condi lon and blood pressure of 
soveral patients at once, even if the group 
is nat in the doctor's surgery but is miles 
away on a walk. 

This ıneans that while being examined 
the girls can be kept out of the consulting 
room and surgery, places which often put 
pallents in a state of agitation even 
though their bodles are not being 
subjected to the slightest nornıal stress. 

But on tlhe hikes a doctor is always 
with the patients and from time to Hme 
gives them instructions which he feels will 
be of benefil, such as to slow their pace, 
or stop and do sone running on the spot. 

On these lılkes the girls have small ralio 
transmitters attached {o their body, 
which send back detalls of their bodily 
responses to the clinic: This way, while 
viriunlly enjoying themselves and re- 
laxing, they are enabling the doclor to 
tuke measurements that could be vital in 
tle further treatment of their condition, 

One gets the impression tliat a major 
part of the treatment in this clinle Is to 
1 girls out of the habit of reaching oul 

or the bottle of pills as suont as they feel 
stress symptoms coming on. Many of 
them freely admlt that before coming to > 
Bad Steben they regularly took tablets of 
the most diverse kinds. 

AL the clinic they are taught that the 
most Important thing they can do is work 
with doclors and nurses to restore their 
health.on the six-week course. 

For instance the many girls who come 
to Rad Sleben vastly overweight as a‘ 
result of bad eating habits are given a 
course İn how to cook nourishing 
non-faltening foods. They learn that even 
a person with ralls of fat need not give up 
the pleasures of eating, but that she needs 
to eat the things that will help alleviate 

her condition. These girls cook their own 
food and nake their own salads, Those 
that succeed in losing weight are given 
little treats! 

Occupational therapy is undertaken as 
a norınal part ‘of the daily routine of 
palients at Auentai Clinic, which was the 
only one of its kind in Westem Europe 
until mid-April and which has been 
ated by Kiéelka Spa in Czechoslo- 
vakia.

O hundred and seventy-five patients 

at Bad Steben spa in Bavaria, 25 
miles from Iof an (ler Saale, have a 
speclal place and a special positiotı, 
though in fact their complaints do not on 
the surface scem to differ much from 
those of other patients. 

Thoy themselves say (hoy aro suffering 
from stomach upsets, constant tenslon, 
conditlons of anxicly, pains in (ho back, 
periodic pains, InsommHa and lack of 
appetite, allergies, fits of melancholy with 
uncontrollable weeping, constant craving 
for food or circulatory disorders. 

But the main ihing that separates these 
peuple, the 175 receiving special 
treatment atl Bal Steben’s Auental Clinic, 
from others at Bad Steben Is thelr age — 
Ihey are younger. AlI aro belween fifteen 
and 21. One would ibink that they were 
tou young lo be patients at a sanatoriunt, 
tun young to be su eaten up by stress that 
they have to seek refugo in an isolated 
spout in the I'rancoman forests. 

Many had just started career training 

when they felt they wanted to give it all 

up. Many of then had lost all ambition 
anl no longer had the energy to do 
unything ur make aııy decislons of thelr 
own. 

The doctorincharge Dr Güuter Ben 
dorf suid: “Our gim here Is to counteract 
cumplaints that could well become 
cuunlc suffering. We are fortunate 
cuough Lo have plenly of space at our 
disposal and sufficient stall to cutty out 
the kind of egal therapy that is the 
ideal of all men of me diçine tuday."” 

This “all-over” therapy cousists of 
activaling the mind, body and soul In 
order lo fight sickness, which is defined 
by the World Health Organisation as the 
lack of bodily, spiritual and social 
well-being. 

Apart from the seven doctors, one 
psyvhologist and team of nurses who are 
under no compulsion to wear Torbidding 
nurses” uniforms, but wito wear 
tiglt.blue casually styled dresses there ate 
ten sports (eachers and three occupation. 
al e aplsls available to treat the young 
girls. 

Tle senior medical officer at Bad 
Steben Dr Ernst Hemann said: “Our 
patients are kept busy the whole day. We 
try to otter them as much as possible. 
This is important and practical in helping 
them to find things to do with their free 
Lime. Our main aim is to teach them how 
to use their time when the spa treatment 
is Over, so that lhe things they have 
enjoyed doing and benefited from here 
curl be carried en in the outside world," 

Ernst Hemann and Dr Bendorf are both 
scholars of Karl Jaspers. The girls at their 
clınie take part in “selftraining™, Dr 
Hemann suid: "Compulsion is out of 
Place in this autogenous training. It has 
no point and woutd nöt havê tho slightest 
hope of sıtccess with the girls at 
Auental." 

About a tlıird of the girls there lake 
purt in thls attogenous training, 

Swimming, gymnastics, hiking aid 
spurl, on the other hand, aro 
compulsory, although of course no girl Is 
fared to do more than her physical 
condition reasonably allows. One quarter 
of tle girls cannot swim! 

The countryside round Baxl Stchen is 
ideally sulted for the liking purt of the 
trealwent. This was tle part of the world 
wlıere Alexunder von Humboldt lived for:
